The Arts Faculty can't take any more cuts to its fan- 
ding according to the Dean, Micheal Maxwell. 
However, the Principal, David Johnston, says he can 
only "hope" that funding cutbacks will end. 

Maxwell told the Daily that the Arts Faculty is hav- 
ing trouble maintaining the courses necessary for a 
fundamental grasp of a particular field. -Expanding 
choices is out of the question. 
The students aren't the only 
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ones who suffer, says Maxwell, 
professors in Arts are paying 
the price for the faculty's 
budget compression. 

"Eighty to ninety percent of 
my budget is in professorial 
salaries," he said. "For too 
long our staff has not had any 
raise at all." 

Principal Johnston could not 
say that funding cutbacks will 
decrease from their present rate. 
He blames insufficient govern- 
ment funding for the problems 
the University as a whole is hav- 
ing: 

"Our operating budget has been 
reduced by 25 percent in real 
dollars over the past five 
years," he said. "Meanwhile 
over the same period of time, 
enrollment figures have increas- 
ed by 20 percent and staff has 
been cut by 10 percent."

Dean Maxwell refused to 
disclose, documents which 
outline cuts to individual 
departments within the faculty. 
£'I cannot give out that infor- 
on," he said. "For it is easy 
misinterpret.".

However, according to 
Johnston these "are public 
documents" and should be 
available to members of the 
McGill community. 

Maxwell presented a docu- 
ment where a number of depart- 
ments were listed with cuts of 



this year, while others were cut 
by only 3 per cent. He refused 
to reveal the identity of the 
departments. 

The dark ages beckon 

Maxwell fears society could 
recced into the dark ages if pre- 
sent trends continue. 

"If we abandon certain 
values, if we eliminate our pur- 
suit of truth and culture than we 
will end up in a terrible place" 
he said. 

"Look what happened to 
Europe. They went through 
400-500 years of civil wars." 

Asked if the job market was 
rendering a liberal arts degree 
useless he said, "We are not 
here just to satisfy the market. 
Our function must remain out- 
side its needs." 

Maxwell believes that 
students should study what they 
love whether our job market has 
any use for it or not 

"It is much harder for 
students today than in the 
1960's. Unemployment certain- 
ly has affected what students 
take " he said, "We have 
returned to a situation similar to 
the 1930's and 1950's." 

"The situation is getting close 
to where we can't muddle 
through anymore," said Max- 
well. 

The Arts Faculty was the only 
faculty at McGill with increased

Was Concordia Link reporter 
Ian Halperin beaten up by Con- 
cordia Athletics Director Ed 
Enos' son? 

A story in Tuesday's Link 
says yes. 

However, in a statement 
released last night, Enos denied 
that his son beat up Halperin. 

The Link story reported that 
Ed Enos Jr. charged Halperin in 
Concordia's sports complex on 
the suggestion of his father. 

The Link reported Enos say- 
ing to his son, "He's all yours. 

In his statement, Enos said he 
was not present when the 
"pushing and shoving incident" 
began between Enos Jr. and 
Halperin. "I was informed by 
witnesses that Halperin shoved 
my son first," Enos said in the 
statement. 

Enos said he intervened to 
stop the fight. "I acted as the 
peacemaker," Enos said. • 

Enos' statement also contains 
an unsigned affadavit from two 
students present at Saturday's 
Concordia's Loyola campus.

told a crowd surrounding Enos' 
daughter, Laurie Enos: "Wait 
until your fucking father sees 
Tuesday's paper. He can wipe 
his fucking ass with the injunc- 
tion. Everything I have written 
is the truth." 

Link reporters Halperin and 
Max Wallace wrote a series of 
articles in the Link last year, 
detailing improprieties in Con- 
cordia's athleteics department, 
including under-the-table 
payments to varsity athletes. An 
investigation by the university's 
administration confirmed many 
of the Link's allegations. 

Enos is suing the two 
reporters for libel. 

Enos' lawyer, Charles Flam 
of the law firm Robinson 
Shepard Bomstcin and Shapiro, 
told this reporter in a brief in- 
terview he did not know when 
the libel trial would begin. 

Flam told the reporter his 
firm had won a libel suit against 
The Gazette filed by former 
Montreal Executive Committee 
president Gerry Snyder. 

"Anytime you've done 
something . once it helps 
matters," Flam: said. "It's

"Research has shown that 
women who fight back at the 
onset of an attack are more 
successful at escaping than 
those who passively submit or 
attempt to bargain with the at- 
tacker," says Lisa Weintraub, 
Montréal Wen-do instructor. 

Wen-do, a women's self 
defence course, developed in 
Canada, is being offered at 
McGill this fall. 

Violence against women can 
occur in any location and to 
women in any age group. 
Statistics collected by the 
Status of Women state that 1 
in every 17 women is raped in 
Canada in her lifetime, one in 
every 6 is sexually assaulted . 
To be protected women need 
to know how to defend 
themselves. 

According to Weintraub, 



"attackers are looking for 
women who are frightened, or 
who appear to be 
defenseless." 

"Women are too ashamed 
to make a scene if anyone 
touches them because they 
have been trained to beleive 
that they have somehow en- 
couraged it," she added. 

The Wen-do basic course 
teaches women how to res- 
pond both physically and ver- 
bally as a response to aggres- 
sion. The techniques of Wen- 
do were adapted from the 
martial arts and are designed 
for women of any age or 
physical strengh. 

"Wen-do consists of techni- 
ques which work with the at- 
tackers force instead of 
against it," said Weintraub. 

"For example, by circling 
your fist around and then

Instead of liaunting University 
computer halls, McGill 
engineers can now buy their 
own unit from their student 
association. 

Beginning next week, McGill 
Engineering .Undergraduate 
Society (EUS) will be selling 
Phillips 128K computers to 
fulltime engineering students on 
order. 

According to Jean 
Lamoureaux, president of the 
EUS, "We negotiated with 
Phillips for a very good price. 
The computers, worth $2800 
retail wilLbe offered through us 
for $1950. It's basically a ser- 
vice to students." 

The EUS is making $50 per 
unit sold. If succesful, 
Lamourcux says they may try to 
expand into other areas. 

"We think we are going to be 
able to get the Québec govern- 
ment to offer special loans for 
students who want to buy the 
units," he said. 

The service is similar to the 
one at Ecole Polytechnique. Its 
EUS runs a basic supplies and 
bookstore for engineers. 

According to P.R. Bélanger, 
Dean of Engineering, "Ecole 
Polytechnique spearheaded this 
whole thing."

Liberal Arts

Liberal Arts, as now taught, is obsolete. 

Its products (the graduates) have no real place in the job 
market. They flounder helplessly amongst hi-tech wiring and 
blink blindly at video display terminals. They are like rabbits 
looking into the headlights of an approaching truck. 

As the future barrels down, Arts graduates rarely find 
employment related to their programmes; many do not find 
employment at all. Those graduates would be more produc- 
tive if they had a practical understanding of technology. 

The narrow focus of the Arts programme is a luxury our 
teetering economy can no longer afford. 

Any education system, particularly state subsidised educa- 
tion, has a responsibility to train graduates who will con- 
tribute to the needs of society. The expanding sectors of the 
economy, those which will have the most influence on the 
future priorities of our society, will be those in the 
technological realm. 

If the arts student is not geared to the demands of the 
market then their role must be that of critic. 

But for arts students to be capable of any criticism of socie- 
ty's direction, they must be able to communicate in the 
statistical and empirical language of society's new elite. Arts 
students, "well rounded" or not, cannot effectively express 
ideas without the tools of technically trained sectors. 

The arts are presently taught in a vacuum.' The system fails 
students by making them cripples within the technological 
reality of modern society.

McGill computer time is severely limited and only available in 
any useful quantity to computer science students. 

While recognising aspects of a liberal Arts education are 
important, particularly encouragement of critical thinking, 
the system needs to enter the twentieth century.

Ideas are not dead; they're just subservient to corporate 
profits. Liberal Arts are not profitable. 

In a time of economic strife, universities are suffering from 
severe financial cutbacks. When the chips are down, Bay 
Street. big shots and their government cohorts operate 
primarily in their own economic interests — the pursuit of 
profit. The universities, totally reliant on both corporate and 
government funding, are obliged to follow the prescribed 
priorities. 

Liberal Arts is not considered a priority; neither, for that 
matter, is pure scientific research.

— those "practical" ideas that can be technologically applied 

— axe the "profitable" ideas. 
Funding is allocated to those faculties geared to making a 

profit through technological advancement. Arts is a "nicety" 
only a prosperous society can afford. R&D gets the bucks; 
Arts gets the cuts. 

In the job' market, there's room for Arts graduates whose 
ideas are marketable to governments and corporations alike. 
But these people are there only to protect, and in their most 
liberal vein, apologize for, the existing economic and social 
order. Accordingly, this is the way Social Sciences are taught. . 

But critical ideas? They're not taught or tolerated. If you ■ 
want a job, swallow them. And be sure not to bring them up 
in public. 

Liberal Arts are not obsolete. The Social Sciences and 
Humanities will continue to have a function — albeit a 
misguided one. Arts exists at present only to legitimate our 
current political and economic system and provide recreation 
for the idle rich. 

Anyone guilty of independent and critical thought within 
the Liberal Arts, or any other McGill faculty for that matter, 
will have to do it elsewhere.

Solide Salade opens tonight at 
The Spectrum. During the past 
two weeks there has been a 
publicity blizzard sweeping 
through Montreal, covering the 
walls with posters, filling the 
papers with interviews and litter- 
ing the streets with yellow 
solidesalade signs. 'Behind all 
this is Michel Lemicux, only, 
twenty five years old and already 
Montreal's top performance ar- 
tist. 



Over supper at a small café on 
Laurier, Lemieux told the Daily 
and a representative from 
Université de Montréal's le Con- 
tinuum, about his recent work 
and his newest show. 

The Daily: People often com- 
pare you with Laurie Anderson, 
do you see yourself as working in 
the same style?

Le Continuum: Isn't that dif- 
ferent than the world-view of 
most modern artists? 
Lemieux: Not really. Right now 
there is a movement back to the 
very simple.

willing to enjoy themselves. 
Le Continuum: You seem to 
turn back to the ideas of the 
1960's. 

Lemieux: 1 am trying to get back 
to the simple things that mean a 
lot, and there arc other people 
who arc doing that, like the 
English group The Smiths who 
sing songs that arc very plain and 
simple. There was a song in 
L'Oeil Rechargeable that said" 
had to fight to survivefln 
Solide Salade the message is we 
have to play to survive. I don't 
want to change the world, I just 
want to change myself, and 
maybe the people around me. 
The Daily: Many of your songs 
are in English.^why is that? 
Lemieux: Because I want the 
show to be a communication. If I 
just sing in French I can play in 
Québec and France and that's it. 
English is an international 
language, and because some of 
my songs arc in English when I go 
to Hong Kong and Japan next 
year some people will understand 
what I am singing, and I will have 
communicated more effectively. 
Le Continuum: Your music 
seems to break off a bit from the 
Québec mainstream. 
Lemieux: 1 don't really feel like a 
Québeccr, I am a Montrealer. For ' 
our generation the culture is film 
and television and video, it isn't 
really a particular country. It's ur-" 
ban culture and it is much the 
same here as in New York, it's 
world-wide. Ours is the first 
generation with its roots in the 
TV. age, and I. am speaking to 
that. My roots are not in the 
past, they are in 1984. 
The Daily: What have your in- 
fluences been? 

Lemieux: I pick up things from 
all around. If I hear something in 
Frank Zappa song I'll use it, if I 
hear a chord in a song by the 
Talking Heads or like 
something a jazz bassist docs I'll 
put it in. But it will just be a few 
seconds.

In a signed affadavit, Con- 
cordia hockey coach Paul 
Arsenault denied he made com- 
ments attributed to him in the 
Link. Arsenault said he was not 
a witness to Enos Jr. attacking 
Halperin. 

Currently Halperin and 
Wallace have an agreement with 
Enos that anything they write 
about Enos which he considers 
libellous will be brought to an 
arbitrator, who will decide on 
the charge. 

Monday, a Québec Superior 
Court judge refused to grant 
Enos an injunction banning 
Halperin from Concordia's 
sports complex or from ap- 
proaching Enos closer than 25 
feet. 

Enos contended in the request 
that Halperin was intent on 
ruining his (Enos') reputation. 

Enos also requested in the in- 
juction the Link be ordered not 
to print any stories "dealing 
directly or indirectly" with 
Enos or his family, and that 
Halperin be forbidden to make 
any statement about htm. 

The judge ruled that the ex- 
isting injuction was sufficient.

As a local event it also tells us 
something about ourselves and 
our community, an intimate 
statement on our collective state 
of affairs.

What, then, can one expect 
from this show? Donf anticipate 
any subtle intellcctualizing or 
bronzed sculptures.

Editorial 

Writing about the arts is a risky business. Artists snarl at you it 
you pan their work, readers leave vicious notes in your mailbox if 
you lead them astray. Those who fancy themselves politically 
enlightened accuse you of sycophancy if you neglect to point out 
on a weekly basis that culture is a commodity and a pacifier for 
the masses. The man-in-the-strcet gets upset if you refuse to paint 
the world in bright shades of pink for her morning enjoyment, i 

There is a balance that has to be struck. Certainly we cannot 
forget that the arts and entertainment industry is run by. multi- 
billion dollar businesses which do not have the best interests of 
society, and their audiences, at heart. Those who glue together 
the movies we watch and press the records we listen to, continue 
to shuffle out the same violence-ridden, sexist clichés. 

The Machiavellian modern attitude towards public relations 
makes cultural writing a tug-of-war between publicists, who are 
paid to dupe the press; and the writers who frantically attempt to 
push aside the flash and fireworks to sec what is going on behind. 
A cultural journal that takes itself seriously must be adversarial to 
a certain degree, must expose as false the pictures the media paint 
of us. 

But this can be taken to extremes. Our political wariness can 
make us too refined, too narrow and conservative. We must reject 
what has to be rejected, show up injustice and shoddiness where 
we find it, fight the spread of kitsch; but not waste our energy in 
resentful sniping at everything that exists. 

It is in our best interests to keep as wide as possible the range of 
what we find acceptable in art. We are in a fortunate position in 
the twentieth century. Easy access to the arts means that 
everybody can learn to enjoy what in earlier times was roped off 
for the moneyed few by rigid class barriers. Now, we can ap- 
preciate the intelligence of Steven Spielberg's Gremlins as well as 
that of Wim Wender's Paris, Texas. We can listen to both Wall 
of Voodoo and Stravinsky's Firebird. 

In the- arts section of this year's McGill Daily (we decided to 
change the name toArts Weekly to better reflect the function of 
the paper) we will reflect the diversity of modern arts and culture. 
We will criticize and attack when necessary. But we will try to 
avoid the excessive prissiness of the avant garde.

While such declarations are 
amusingly ironic to those who 
remember hearing the very same 
words from Styx, and many 
other groups who were determin- 
ed to define new cliches, the 
90-minute set that The Box per- 
formed to a sold-out Union 
Ballroom last Saturday night was 
evidence to support Picsapia's 
claim. 

No boring drum solos, no 
shrieking guitar demonstrations, 
no string-snapping bass in- 
terludes, in short, not a whole lot 
of the self-indulgence that makes 
so many of today's bands in- 
tolerable. 

All of which is not to say that 
The Box removes all traces of the 
individual musician by with the 
"wall of sound" approach. Fre- 
quently, one instrument was em- 
phasised in the mix by the subtle 
work of Luc Papineau, but in 
these cases the goal was em- 
phasis, not egomania on the part 
of the performers. ' A rather 
honourable, and rare, approach 
to rock music. 

Such an approach is less supris- 
ing given that the band's 
members are aged from twenty- 
four to twenty-nine, yet, with the 
exception of drummer Sylvain 
Coutu, they do not have the 
musical experience that one 
would expect of rockers that old. 
In this case, that results in people 
who, for better or worse, thought 
about music before actually plac- 
ing it. 

Before making too much of 
The Box's good intentions, it 
must be admitted that their anti- 
cgotistical approach is born as 
much from necessity as from 
mature, tasteful restraint. 



rapport with the audience. 

Nevertheless, these songs are 
clearly The Box's best and, judg- 
ing from audience response, most 
popular work. The punchy 
guitar/keyboard counterpoint of 
"Walk Away", the dissonant, 
psychotic guitar lead over plod- 
ding bass lines in "Go Down 
Alone", and the wonderful 
keyboard hook in "War Going 
On" are all very good pop music. 



The decision to play all their 
material 'before leaving the stage 
for the first time may be proof 
that The Box acknowledges the 
necessity of making an impact on 
an audience which has no 
preconceptions about either the 
group or their music. They kept 
no ace up their sleeve, and did 
not save any new material for the 
•jncores. The enthusiastic au- 
dience was more than willing to 
shout out their choices for songs 
to be repeated. 

That is fine for the encore to a 
live show, but it will not work as 
in encore to their first album.
